The le- 
gion, which embraces local military organiza- 
tions in the various counties, fully armed, 
equipped, and brigaded, has proved invaluable 
in nourishing a military enthusiasm, which 
lias carried hundreds of mea into the volun- 
teer service of the United States. The Adju- 
tant-General sayB in hi3 report that its bene- 
fits in this respect alone have been incalcula- 
ble, end have well repaid the labors bestowed 
upon it But besides this, during periods of 
dauger the legion hae, at all times, answered 
promptly to all calls, and shown a commend- 
able willinfr.ces to meet any threatened dan- 
ger. 

Two Woken and a CniLn Drowkid. — An 
unfortunate accident occurred on Friday even- 
ing, at Pittsburg, says the Gazette, by which 
three persons, two ladies and a child, lost 
thcirUves by drowning. It appears that a 
, Ostander, and her sister, a Miss Md'eely, 
together with a little child of Mrs. Ostander, 
went out to gather blackberries along the 
river bank opposite Limetown, on the Monon- 
f aheln river. While engaged in picking the 
berries Mrs. Ostander missed her child, and, 
upon looking for it, found it had wandered 
ont into the river, and had got beyond its 
depfh. With motherly instinct she imme- 
diately ran to the preservation of her child, but 
unfortunately got beyond her depth, and was 
einking, when Miss McFcely sprang in toner 
rescue, and* the three were drowned.

Mnnoi) for Making Ick. — All Paris is re- 
joicing in a recent discovery of a method of 
manufacturing ice in a speedy and simple 
manner, and at a small expense. The machine 
is styled La glaciers a bascalt. From a draw- 
ing and description now before us we gtther 
the following: 

A cylinder of metal — tin willanswer — with 
a movable cover at one end, tej be k3pt tight- 
ly in its place by a screw when shut: with 
two openings, one at each end, to receive 
through two funnels the materials used; and 
a discharge cock at one end to discharge the 
contents when the cylinder is to be emptied, 
is all tho apparatus required. This cylinder, 
when properly charged, is placed on a pair ot 
rockeis, so that a see-saw motion may be ob- 
tained. To convert rice hundred French 
grammes of water into ice (each gramme be- 
ing nearly seventeen grains avoirdupois) it is 
necessary only to place in this cylinder or well 
twelve hundred grammes of sulphate of soda 
end eight hundred grammes of hydrochloride 
or muriatic acid. Into this preparation or 
bath, 6nys the inventor, place a form or vessel 
containing the water to be frozen, a bottle of 
champagne to be frapped, or any other mate- 
rial required to be frown. Close the cover, 
screw it fast, and then for seven or eight 
minntes give the cylinder or well a see-saw 
motion on its cradle, and you obtain the de- 
sired result. A solid block of ice of five 
hundred grammes may bo produced by this 
operation. All Paris ha3 been rnaning to see 
the machines at the me de 1'Arbe, sec. No. 
00, where its effects are publicly exhibited. 
These machines are rapidly sold at from fifty 
fiar.es to one hundred and twenty, according 
to the size. A late number of the pictorial 
paper L UIustiation gives a drawing and a 
description cufficiently intelligible to enable 
any of of our metal workers to manufacture 
them. If we may believe the half of what 
is said, our dependence for cool drinks will no 
longer be upon the icemen but on the chem- 
ists.

Gen. SnEiiiiAN s Address to His Soldibrs. 
We publish below the address of Gen. Sher- 
man to his brave soldiers, in which ho briefly 
recites the conspicuous part they have borne 
in Gen. Grant's successful campaign. It is 
the noble words from the heart of a brave 
General to his glorious soldiers who justly 
honor him: 

nEAMCABTERS I:,TH Armv Corps, ) 
Department of the Teoneauoe, V

TO TUB OFFICERS AND SOLDIERS OP THE 
FIFTEENTH A KM Y OOHl'.l. 

When, in the progress of war, time and op- 
portunity present a favorable occasion, it is 
well we should pause and reflect upon the 
past. 

In November of last year we were mostly 
at Helena and Memnhis. The enemy lay in 
force behind intrenchmentsof his own choice, 
at the Tallahatchie, boastful of his power and 
strength, defiant and insulting iu his tone. In 
combination with our fellow-soldiers of the 
Aimy of the Tennessee, we advanced directly 
against him, -whilst a force from Helena thrust 
laterally at Grenada, made him leave in haste 
and confusion aad fall behind the Yallabusha 
and the Vazoo, with Vicksburg and its frown- 
ing hills and batteries, as his impregnable 
stronghold. It then became our part of the 
grand drama to stiike this stronghold, and we 
mov«d against it with expedition and a firm 
resolution to succeed. But there are in wa*, 
as in peace, limits to the power of the.bravest 
men, and we failed to carry by a dash the line 
of bluffs and forts that had been prepared 
with a consummate art and defended Tjy a 
bra*c and skilful enemy. l?ot daunted, we 
drew off to prepare anew for a more power- 
ful blow. Time offering the opportunity, in- 
stead of awaiting in idleness, we turned 
against Arkansas Pat, and by a quick and 
skilful movement we reduced and captured 
Fort HinriTnan, with all He garrison and ma- 
terial of war. Then returning te the original 
purpose of the campaign, we were again at 
Young's Point, and began that series of pre- 
parations which has resulted in final success. 
The labor and toil of those dark and gloomy 
months were not spent in vain. 

The gunboat fleet, commanded by Admiral 
Porter, explored every bayoa and creek 
of the network of streams that afforded any 
cbanco of reaching the land above Vicksburg, 
and it was our pleasing task, when, in March 
last, during one of these expeditions, when 
the safety of our gunboat fleet was threatened, 
to hasten through water and swamp, and cane- 
brake and storm, to its assistance, and we now 
knew that to tbe labor and energy then dis- 
played the country owes to us, in a great 
lucocuie, the Safely ol the ironclads which 
have done so much to open the Mississippi. 

At last, when it was demonstrated that na- 
ture and art bad made Vicksburg impregna- 
ble from the river, on its nortft side, and our 
General bad resolved to reach it from the south, 
we aided much in passing the necessary fleet 
of boats below Vicksbjrg, and when the first 
battle was to begin at Grand Gulf, we had the 
important and ungrateful task of deceiving 
our enemy by a feigned attack on Halnea 
Bluff. That feint or diversion was perfectly 
successful, and for weeks we succeeded ad- 
mirably in confusing and deceiving the ene- 
my as to our purposes, and contributed large- 
ly thereby in gaining a successful foothold on 
lard below Vicksburg. Then, by a rapid 
march, we overtook our comrades, and with 
thtm swept tbe enemy before us to Jackson, 
and back again to Vicksburg. reaching, after 
unexampled skill, tbe very points we bad 
aimed to secure in December. 

Of the siege of Vicksburg it ill becomes your 
Commander now to speak. That the loth Ar- 
my Corps performed its full share of labor and 
fighting, our General-io-Chief has borno full 
testimony, and our colors will ever bear, in 
proud remtmbrance of that great historical 
event, the appropriate mark. But before the 
fall of that city, one of the most skilful Gen- 
erals of the mighty rebellion was known to 
te hurrying to onr rear with a large army, 
threatening our safety, and boasting that he 
would not only relieve his comrades of the be- 
leaguered city, bnt destroy and annihilate onr 
army. We were, in part, called from our 
trenches to watch this dangerous enemy, and 
it is now known that our watchfulness baffled 
his purposes, and when at last, on the very 
birthday of our nation, Vicksburg sunk help- 
less and a penitent into our military power, 
we were called on, without rest, to drop the 
pick and seize the masket and drive away that 
aimy which had insolently threatened our 
very existence. History affords few parallels 
of the rapidity and success of this march. 
Vicksburg surrendered on the 4th of July. 
We crotsed Black River .on the 6th, and on 
the 8th we bad forced the enemy to take ref- 
uge behind his trenches at Jackson. Again, 
we bad to resort to the pick and shovel, but 
onr enemy, reading his certain doom in the 
fate ot Vicksburg, availed himself of the cov- 
er of night and fled across Pearl River, and 
tbe Valley of the Mississippi became at last 
free of the presence of a hostile army I 

Having then destroyed the great Central 
Railroad for one hundred miles in extent, and 
thereby made it useless to our foe in after 
campaigus, we have quietly returned to our 
camps and supplies, ready for any new events 
that may require our services. 

Your commander, in thus briefly reciting 
the events of tbe past seven months, thinks in 
them every officer and man has good reason 
to flatter himself that in producing this grand 
resnit he has borne a part. In after years it 
will .be the subject of pride to himself and 
children; and we know how our fellow-coun- 
trymen wire wild with joy when the telegraDh 
spread the good tidings that the Mississippi 
was again made free by the courage and per- 
severance of their brave volunteers, and that 
once more every Americau could steam up 
and down this majestic river without fearing 
the hissing shell or whizzing bullet of a foe 
from its ambushed shores. 

Let tbe magnificent result give to all new 
.'!<'i f and assurance that by discipline, by pa- 
tient industry, by courage and confidence in 
our country and cause, the United States of 
America will, instead of sinking into Mexi- 
can anarchy, arise with proud honor and glo- 
ry, and become what Washington designed it 
— the fre<st and best regulated Government on 
earth.

In the Nashville Press issued August 15th 
may be found 8n article headed "Spoon 
Victuals," in which the writer moans piteous- 
ly ove>r the restrictions thrown about commer- 
cial pursuits and his "pursuit of happiness;" 
and during his lamentations he not only pre- 
sumes to instruct Gen. Rosecrans how and iu 
what manner to employ his police department, 
tut eaeW a "slur", upon Hie department itself. 

Now, with your permission, Mi-ssrs. Editors, 
as "there is'veels within 'veeis, my noble mas- 
ter," we propose to give a few extracts from 
"Spoon Victuals, ' and endeavor to show why 
the wry-faced partaker of "spoon victuals 
chese tbe particnlar time be did to throw tbe 
dreps of his bowl into tho face of the police 
department. At any rate, we propose to have 
a talk with him. Perpend: 

When General Roseeraus took possession of 
Nashville he found the city teeming with 
ciime in every phase, and festering with se- 
cret rebellion. He found treason, perjury, 
and plunder rife in all grades of society, and 
feeling that a "detective" power wa3 necessary 
to bring these worms to light tliit were per- 
meating tbe pillars of his army, he immedi- 
ately called together a powerful army police 
end selected Col. Wm. Truesdail, a man who 
Lad long been beneath the eye of the Gov- 
ernment, as chief of the department. Colon»l 
Trucdail's great energy of character, his 
comprehensive mind, and bigh-toned mor^l 
principles, rendered him peculiarly qualified to 
cope with tbe herculean task he was called 
upon to plrform. liu organized bin forces 
without delay and went to work.

Col. Truesdail became the terror 
of the city and heartily hated by robber3, 
hersethieves, spies, smugglers, &o, but more 
especially by rehe.U and rebel tympathiiert — 
"and thereby hangs a tale." In conjunction 
with the despatch announcing that Col. Trues- 
dail had been "relieved," came "Spoon Vict- 
uals," the valiant! How arevou, '-.Spoon Vict- 
ual*?' S. V.. after seating that he has taken 
the oath of allegiance in various ways (we 
know quite a number of Nashville men who 
have "taken the oath" and are now in prison), 
and after complying with ^is request on the 
part of the Government^ he very urgently 
claims his "rights," saying, "The Govern- 
ment guarantees life, liberty, and the pursuit 
of happiness." But, patient reader, whether 
you be in the military or civil walk9 of life, 
an officer or high private^ please tell us how 
fur on we have got in the purtuit of haopinese 
now that eighteen months have elapsed since 
we were retrieved to the Government of our 
fathers? 

Go and examine the heart of Nashville. If 
you Cad it free from perjury and treason 
(which you will not), your "pursuit" may be 
continued while this generation lasts, but onr 
opinion is that "happiness" will distance you 
when you "come in" on the "homestretch." 
We are authorized to state, however, thnt the 
Government will not interfere with your pur- 
tuit, so mount your mnle and go in, but look 
■out for "bushwhackers." 

Again: "For lol these eighteen months wo 
have been nominally restored to our place un- 
der the protecting .rgis of the Great Republic; 
[rarcastic youth] yet we may do nothing com- 
mercially, except with a towel about our neck, 
Bnd with Cincinnati or Louisville, spoon in 
hand, to feed us." iDjured individuals! ita 
lime to bestirring. Y our "rights" are in dan- 
ger again. Yet it strikes us that, if the drip- 
pings of the Louisville "spoon victuals" had 
caused those towels to shrink a little, you 
would have had your "rights " ere this. 

"These trustworthy matrons are allowed to 
mix up three hundred thousand dollars' worth 
of stuff for us in a saucer, and administer it in 
a little breast milk." Be patient, friends; 
when you get your "rights you won't be 
tronbled with "breast milk" — it will have 
paseed off in a vapor. "And if there should 
be more in the saucer than Nashville can eat, 
the may not sell a little of it to Shelby ville or 
Winchester." Well now that is too bad. Be- 
cause you have a host of friends in Winches- 
ter—fine Union (?) people. Every man in 
Winchester and in Franklin county went for 
secession with the exception of one^ — an old 
man by the name of Buchanan. But when 
"age is in the wit is out." No "victnalo" for 
him. Mother LouiEville, bnt let the rest be 
well supplied; and don't forget to send the 
"towels," and see that they are well thrunk, 
for the beads of our good people down here 
are rather small, and tbey might ilip through. 
"Some great man may say — 'If we suffer 
Noshville merchants to ship more than a 
spoonful, or if we let them wholesale to tbe 
country, goods will be smuggled through to 
the enemy.' We answer, goods are smuggled 
tl.:ough any how ' (Nashville u> pujieti uu 
that subject), "but not enough to hurt 
Uncle Sam." That's so. Yen can't hurt 
Sum much. He can afford to "give 
their fasting horses provender and after- 
wards fight 'em" again. "The good 
which would be accomplished in suffering the 
people — merchants, farmers, and tradesmen — 
once more to live, move, and have their be- 
ing— "Yes, do, Uuncle Sam; they are good 
loyal people; they neVer "broke the oath" 
more than two, or three, or four, or five 
times; »nd then they have such a high regard 
for Col. Truesdail, who saved them and their 
daughters frequently from prison. "Under 
the old stars and stripes" (a splendiferous ban- 
ner, isn't it? hurrah!) "Would infinitely out- 
weigh the pitiful harm which might come of 
a barrel of salt or a sack of coffee slipping 
through to Dixie." That's so; and then if 
the coffee sacks could be filled with gun caps 
and the salt barrels with quinine, &c , 
wouldn't itbe fun? Besides dry goods could 
be shipped in the same manner, and that 
would save the ladies of Nashville the trouble 
of having double bottoms made in their car- 
riages and the men tho trouble of padding 
their coats with medicine; and, moreover, 
the Police Department would bo saved the 
trouble of "relieving ' the parties and turning 
the property over to the govenrmeqt. 

"Besides, what is our military police for?" 
To watch men who would, if they had the op- 
portunity, assist in "slipping" sacks of coffee 
and barrels of salt through to Dixie, and such 
men need something more than Watching, and 
that's why they are so fond of the police. "Is 
it to watch the lockets of honest people?" 
Yes, if there is a place in this country where 
the pockets of honest people need protection, 
that place is Nashville. "It would better 
watch thieves and let honest men alone." 
That's just what it is doing, and if you and 
your friends are annoyed or interfered with 
in yonr, little arrangements, why we can't 
help it; and I don't see bow you cau, unless 
you pitch into it through tbe Press, and that 
will give you the appearance of honesty at 
any rate. By such a course your character 
will sbine the brighter; it will appear as love- 
ly as a "goodly apple- rotten at the core." 
There are many such apples at Nashville, and 
tbey need gathering. 

My friend, did you ever hear of an honest 
men who dreaded or feared a police officer? 
I think not. A police officer is the last person 
in the world an honest man would fear; but 
"tbe thief doth fear each bu3h an officer.'' 
Did you ever know a criminal, or a man with 
crime in bis heart, who did cot despise the 
policeman who bad interfered With bis little 
operations, and who would not, if be had a 
good chance (and thought his own hide safe), 
stab the aforesaid policeman in tbe back, or at 
least rejoice with his whole soul when the 
odious wretch was "relieved?"

Now that the election is over, the angry 
feelings engendered by bitter controversy 
ought to be swept away, so that all may view 
the result in the light of truth, without pas- 
sion or prejudice. The vole given for the 
Union Democratic candidate for Governor will 
fall but little below sevejnty thousand, if, in- 
deed, it. does not slightly exceed those figures. 
The highest aggregate vo'.e ever polled in 
Kentucky, in the fall of 1860, when every 
shade of political sentiment wa3 represented 
by Bell, Breckinridge, Douglas, and Lincoln, 
when the farmers were comparatively at leis- 
ure, and when every precinct in the SUte had 
been thoroughly canvasseel and the most h. r- 
culean exertions hs.d been put forth to briag 
out tbe entire voting population, was about 
one hundred and forty-five thousand. Oat of 
the forty-one thousand volunteers iu the Fed- 
eral army from Kentucky, not less than twen- 
ty-live thousand were qualified voters auu 
away from home. 

Out of the fifteen thousand soldiers in the 
rebel aimy from this SUte, not, less than fine 
thousand were voters previous to their enlist- 
ing in tbe rebel service and were away froia 
home. It will be observed tbat we havema'B 
a deduction of over one third from tbe Union 
soldiers as minors and not qualified voters, 
and of the same class we have deducted two 
thirds of the rebel soldiers — a calculation that 
would give the opponets of the Union Demo- 
crats the advantage. Subtract these thirty 
thousand votes in tho Federal and rebel ar- 
mies from tbe vote of I860, aa l we have only 
ono bundled and fifteen thousand voters riv 
maining in the State on the day of the elec- 
tion. Of t'ufcoo, seventy \housand expressed 
their preference for Judge Bramlette as Gov- 
ernor, leaving fortv-five thousand supposed 
friends of Mr. Wickliffe. This would give 
Bramlette a clear majority of twenty-five 
thousand of all the voters at home on the dav 
of tbe election, even allowing that all 
bis friends voted and that. ^j-ho 
did not vote were for Wickliffe. It 
may well be said that tbe vote of 
the State has been increased since 1860 
by those who were not then of age 
but have since become so. But it is also trae 
that tbe largest proportion of such persons 
aie among the twenty-six thousand wldiers in 
the Federal and rebel armies whom we have 
not estimated in the above calculation as being 
qualified voters p.way from home on the day of 
the election. But allowing that there were 
five thousand persons of this class at home 
and who did not vote, and'that all of them 
would have voted for Wickliffe, and Bramlette 
would still have a majority of twenty thousand 
of all the votes in the State. The above esti- 
mate is a very liberal estimate to Mr. Wickliffe, 
giving him the advantage of all hypotheses, 
and allowing that all who did not come to the 
polls were against us, and still Bramlette would 
have a majority in the State larger than h es 
ever been cast for another candidate for any 
office. The above makes no deduction for 
tbonsands of voters who have left the State 
on account of the unsettled condition of the 
country, the turbulence ard violence and dan- 
ger to life and property, which has not been 
offset by accessions of voters from other States. 

But it may be safeiy asserted that there 
were in the State not less than ten thousand 
*rdent Union men, Bramlette men, who were 
occupied at their various avocations of iudus- 
try, and thinking there was no danger of Mr. 
M icklitfe being elected, who did not come to- 
the polls. Had tbe usual exertions been made 
by tee friends of Bramlette, a vigorous can- 
vass, and a full vote brought out, he) would 
have received not less than eighty thousand 
votes, which would have given him a major- 
it v ot forty-fi ve thousand of all the votes in 
the State. But at the most moderate calculation 
not less than fifteen thousand of the friends of 
Mr. Wickhffee had disfranchised themselves, 
forfeited the right of suffrage, by giving vol- 
untary aid and comfort to the enemy since 
tbe 11th day of April, 1862. Deducting them 
and placing the entire strength of Bramlette 
at eiguty tuouoauii, auu it would give bim a 
majority of sixty thousand of all tho legal 
votes in Kentucky. 

But let os make still another calculation. 
Say that the eiitir* vote of tbe H-nte in lSOO 
was one hundred and forty-rive thousand. 
Add to this twenty-five thousand for persons 
since coming of ago and otherwise obtaining 
the right ho vote in the State — a greater in- 
crease than there ever was before in Ken- 
tucky in the same number of years, even in 
times ot profound peace and the most unrival- 
led prosperity — and we have ono hundred and 
seventy thousand as the aggregate vote of the 
State, Including rebel and Federal soldiers, 
and without making deductions for persons 
who have left the State or lost the right of 
voting by their crimes. Add to the seventy 
thousand actually received by Bramlette four 
fifths of tbe vote of tho Federal soldiers — and 
certainly be would have received that propor- 
tion, if not their unanimous vots— and it will 
ftive him nine ty thousand, a clear majority of 
ten thoussnd, even when we allow to Wick- 
litle one fifth of the Federal soldiers, all the 
rebel soldiers, citizens who bavc disfranchised 
themselves, and all of the Bramlette men who 
failed to vote. 

In the face of such facts, nothing but the 
most hardy recklessness and tbe most unscru- 
pulous mendr.city — such as the Cincinnati 
Enquirer possesses in exuberance and profu- 
sion — will assert that the result was altered 
by the folly of upstart provost marshals, or by 
unwarrantable military orders, or that Judge; 
Bramlette was elected solely by the influence 
of Federal bayonets. He' is the choice of a 
large majority of the voters now in tho State, 
unbiassed by augbt except their own deliberate 
judgment, often repeated at the ballot box, 
that tbe Lecessities of the State and their own 
interests require that the rebel armies shall be 
kept out ot it, and their honest conviction 
tl at the election bf Bramlette was the best 
thirg for themselves, for the State, and for the 
country.

Circular A'o. 78. — As the undersigned has 
been led to fear that tbe law regulating the 
draft was not wholly understood, notwitn- 
standing the numerous explanatory circulars 
tbnt beve been issued from the national capi- 
tal of late, be hereby issues a circular of his 
own ; and if he shall succeed in making this 
favorite measure more clear to a discerning 
public, he will feel that he has not lived in 
vain: 

L A young man who i3 drafted and inad- 
vertently goes to Canada, where he becomes 
embroiled with a robust English party, who 
knocks him around so as to disable bim for 
life, the same occurring in a licensed bar-room 
on British soil, snch young man cannot re- 
ceive a pension on account ot said injuries 
from the United States Government, nor can 
bis heirs or creditors. 

II. No drafted man in going to the appoint- 
ed rendezvous will be permitted to go round 
by way of Canada on account of tho roads be- 
ing belter tbat way, or because his "uncle 
William" lives there. 

III. Any gentleman living in Ireland, who 
*\ as never in this country, is »ot lUble to the 
draft, nor are onr forefathers. This latter 
statement is made for the benefit of those en- 
rolling officers who have acted on the suppo- 
sition lhat the able-bodied male population of 
a place included dead gentlemen in the ceme- 
teries. 

IV. The term of enlistment is for three years, 
but any man whe may have been drafted in 
two places has a right to go for six years, 
whether the war lasts tbat length of time or 
cot — a right this Department hopes he will 
insist on. 

V. The only sons of a poor widow, whose 
husband is in California, are not exempt, but 
the man who owns stock in the Vermont Cen- 
tial Railroad is. So also are incessant luna- 
tics, habitual lecturers, persons who were born 
with wooden.legs or false teeth. Blind men 
(nr less tbey will acknowledge tbat they "can 
see it"), and people who deliberately voted 
for John Tyler. 

VI. No drafted man can claim exemption 
on the ground that ho has several children 
whom be supports and who do not bear his 
name, or live in the same house with him, and 
who have never been .introduced to his wife, 
but who, cn the contrary, are endowed.with 
various mother*, and "live round." A. W.

Washington, August 21. 
There is nothing later from the Army of thu 
Potomac or from Charleston this evening. 

From la'.e Southern papers we copy the fol- 
lowing. A Chattanooga piper says dolefully : 
"We look for the worst from Charleston. It 
will never be taken as it stands, however. It 
would be ruined and blown from its founda- 
tion first We do not eipec 1 any encouraging 
news from that quarter. The journals of that 
city may put the best face on the matter from 
motives of patriotism, but we may as well be 
prepared for any consequences." 

A correspondent of the Savannah Republi- 
can growls considerably at the reconstruction 
talk of the Raleigh Standard, and says of the 
Editor "it is scarcely to be supposed that a man 
of hia stamp will be able to do much harm, 
but our late reverses have developed other 
trembling, tfeak-kneed fellows who have not 
shouldered their muskets to defend their homes, 
and who, together with this brave Kiitor, are 
ready to fall down on their knees and beg mer- 
cy of tbeir masters, the Yankees." 

The Savannah Republican says the story 
which ruled in the streets on Monday, we 
presume, had no better foundation thau the 
following paragraph. We give it not the 
slightest credence: 

"Herms, of the Charleston Mercury, says 
that it is everywhere reported that Gen. Lee 
has resigned in consequence of a sour letter 
from the President. His resignation is not 
believed, thocgh where there is so much 
smoke Herms thinks there is some Sre. It is 
to be hi;ped that in the recent reversee that 
have attended oar arms we may be spared the 
loss of one who has stood a safe and secure 
barrier between us and the enemy." 

Tho Montgomery Mail of Saturday hag 
learned, with great regret, that Gen. Price 
hae resigned his commission and retired from 
the army in Arkansas. 

Cp to this time tho Government has organ- 
ized seventy-five companies of invalids for 
garrison and other lighter duties. 

Four hundred more rebels have been sent 
as prisoners to the camp at Point Lookout 
from the Baltimore prisons. These prisoners 
are part of those taken at the battle of Falling 
Waiera and make the number now at Po'nt 
Lookout nine hundred from the battle that 
Gen. Leo said was never fought. 

Judge Goodwin, Chief Justice of Ariiona, 
was appointed to-day Governor of that Terri- ' 
tory to fill tbe vacancy caused by the death of 
Hon. John A. Gnrly. Turner, of Iowa, was 
appointed Judge, vice Goodwin. The appoint- 
ment was made thus soon in order to enable 
the Arizona expedition to leave. 

A letter from an officer hicjh in command in 
the A rniy of the Cumberland says the whole 
conntry between Chattanooga and the Missis- 
sippi is tilled with deserters from Bragg and 
Johnston's armies. The disaffection exists 
mostly among the Louisiana, Mississippi, and 
Tennessee regiments, who say they have 
nothing to fight for. The troops from the 
other States say they will also desert as soon 
as their States are occupied by the Union sol- 
diers. 

It is known that two Mississippi and one 
Louisiuua regiment left in a body, there not 
being force enoogh to stop thero. 

The impressment of all males between 15 
ard to is in progress with unrelenting severity 
throughout Eastern Virginia. Within the 
rebel lines the number of men thus raised doe3 
not equal the desertions from the rebel ranks. 
Tho country is not only cleared of men, but 
forage and provisions of all kinds are seized. 
Refugees say language can't convey an idea 
of the destitution and distress which prevails. 

Memphis, Aug. 19. 

A fight occurred between our forces at Pa- 
nola, Miss., on Sunday, in which the rebels 
were defeated. No particulars have been re- 
ceived. Another report has it that Banks is 
going to Mobile, and that Grant is reinforcing 
him largely for that purpose. There was a 
gunboat reconnoissance up White river on the 
13th. 

By order of Gen. Davidson, the gunboals 
Lexington, Cricket, and Marmora, in com- 
mand of Captain Bodir, left Clarendon and 
steamed up White River. They returned in 
the evening of the same day.bringing as prizes 
the steamers Tom Suggs and Kaskaskia. 
Tbey also destroyed two mills used by the 
rebel aimy for grinding corn, and a pontoon 
bridge across the Little Red River. The cas- 
ualties on our, side were five men wounded, 
two of whom have since died.

Washington, August 21. 

Hon. J. N. Goodwin, Chief Justice of Ari- 
zona, was to-day appointed Governor of the 
Territory in plat* of Hon. John A. Gnrley, 
deceased. R. E. McCormick, and other offi- 
cers of the Territory, also arrived here this 
morning, and named thie nomination to tho 
President as one likely to be satislactory. It 
is understood that the Arizona expedition will 
start from New York next week.

Rebel cavalry are busily engaged in en- 
forcicg J.he conscription act in that portion of 
Eastern Virginia south and west of the Rap- 
pahannock. Some districts are nearly depop- 
ulated of males — none but very old men, 
women, and children remaining. 

Parties also are scouring tbe country for 
provisions and forage — taking everything. 
There is wide-spread suffering and fear of fam- 
ine during the coining winter. Negroes are 
being sent further south to prevent their fall- 
ing into the hands of the Yankees. 

Army officers, competent to judge, estimate 
the strength of Lee's army at less than 35,000 
men. W ithin the past 3 weeks it has been 
greatly thinned by desertions. 

A lttlrr lrom a prominent officer in Rose- 
crans' srmy says the whole country for miles 
around Chattanooga is swarming with desert- 
ers from Bragg's and Johnston's armies. Both 
of their commands are demoralized, and can 
no longer be called armies. 

A great many rebel soldiers come within 
our lines daily and surrender. The majority 
bring tbeir turns with them. 

Dissatisfaction is most marked among the 
Mississippians, Alabamiaos, and Tennessee- 
ans. These troops say they have nothing left 
to fight for, and so give up the contest and 
return borne. Several Mississippi regiments 
recently deserted in a body, officers and all. 



Tbo feeling among the troops against the 
Jeff Davis government is very bitter, and all 
are anxious for the war to cease and to return 
to tbeir old allegiance. 

Sometime ago a body of Union troops made 
a raid on Wythevillc, Va., during which Lieut 
Col. Powell, of the Hth Virginia Union regi- 
ment, was taken prisoner, and placed in soli- 
tary confinement in Richmond. 

The War Department will promptly retali- 
ate in kind upon rebel prisoners in our hand3, 
unless Col. P. is placed on the same footing 
wiih otLer prisoners of war. 

In consideration of the State3 of Ohio and 
Illinois having furnished more than their 
quota of volunteers, the draft in these States 
will be very light — not more than 12,0f«J in 
each, and it is probable that tbe number in 
each State will be raised by volunteering and 
a draft entirely avoided.

Washington, Aug. 21. 

Information is current here that Lee's army 
hos l*en moving off from our front upon the 
Virginia Central Railroad to Richmond. 

Officers arriving here to-night, whose posi- 
tions in the aimy entitle them to know what 
is going on. assert that no such intelligence is 
in pee see'ion of our commanding Generals. 

Lee is undoubtedly upon the Rapid Ann 
and Rappahannock.' His pickets extended 
from the Upper Rappahannock along the river 
to Fredericksburg, and the region about tbe 
Potomac creek i3 infested with rebel cavalry. 

Everything indicates that the enemy intends 
to remain in his present locality unless our 
own movements should necessitate a change 
of base, and it is not impossible that the next 
battle may be fought upon that river. Indeed, 
it is apprehended tbat Lee will as*ume the of- 
fensive rather than retreat, and many expect 
an attack from him every day. Preparations 
for such an emergency are now being m vie.

R+ppiSan- 
nock ray that the movement of troops toward 
Fredericksburg from Culpepper was only a 
ruse to cover Lee's real object, and to entble 
bim to move his troops southward by way of 
GordoDEvitle. 

Day before ytstcrday large bodie3 cf rebel 
cavalry dashed down towards the R*ppahin- 
acck at separate fords, driving in our pickets. 
They quae boldly out in sight of our lines, 
and deployed in line line of battle order. Im- 
mediately the corps along the river were put 
under arms. In such position they remtined 
until morning, when the rebel cavalry were 
withdrawn. 

A cavalry reconnoissance was then made, 
which went as far as Culpepper, but found no 
enemy; but, on the contrary, obtained such 
information as leads to the belief tbat the 
whole rebel force has gone in the direction of 
Gordonsville. The reason for my belief I am 
not at liberty to give. 

Richmond papers of the 18th, brought into 
our lines, speak most despoodingly of affairs, 
but particularly deplore the prospect now in 
view that Charleston most fall. 

A complete panic prevails in Richmond to 
obtain greenbacks. Many dealers will take 
no other money for the commodities they 
hnve to dispose of. 

Tbe Enquirer mounts the Jew speculators 
roughly, and classes Mr. Benjamin as the 
king thief of the tribe.

But the Judge 
promptly corrected the misrepresentation over 
his own signature, in a letter addressed to the 
Cincinnati Commercial, in which the garbled 
and perverted report of bis Carlisle speech had 
appeared. In that letter ho said: 

1 an) made to say, In reference to the war policy of 
the Administration, ''While Kentucky expressed no 
opinions, either dissenting from or approving these 
roeaiures." Ac. At Carlisle, aud in every speech ina'e 
by me elsewhere, I hutted, with all the point and dis- 
tinctness I could, tbat the "Union Democracy of Ken- 
tucky condemed. in the strongest terms, all the radi- 
cal measures of the war policy of the Administration, 
sod were pledged to use all peaceful and legitimate 
rooa r s to correct them ; tbat they held the govern- 
ment to be right, and the best governmoat In the 
world, and tbat it sbonld not be overthrown because 
of any obnoxious measures *»r policy of any admiuis- 
tratoii ; that tbey hold that th,re is a marked dis- 
tinction between any administration of the govern- 
. msnt and the government i self. The one is tran- 
sient — of short duration, and may be all wrouz; ; the 
other was formed ''to endure forever," and Is all right. 

I have said in every speech, without exception, and 
1 have been particular so to do. that 1 gave my full 
and unreserved assent to the platform of tho Union 
Democracy adopted at Louisville, iu convention as- 
sembled, on the 1Mb of March. 

We cannot perceive that the Judge left any 
room io doubt his position, however awk- 
ward he may have rendered the positUnaof 
some wbo chose him as tbe least of two evils.

The general govern- 
ment ih simply empowered by the coustttntion to wage 
this contest for the establishment of the snprema-y of 
the coustitution Itself. Nothing more and nothing 
leas. W hen those who have revolted against this su- 
premacy, end w ho Are struggling permanently U>over- 
throw-il, shall make known their willingless to Uy 
down their arn s and submit to the constitution, the 
general government cannot lawfully demand of ihem 
anything further. The CX-uslitation forms the only 
lawful termB possible in the case. Tbe general govern- 
ment has no right to demand anything else; and, 
when the people in revolt are willing to ace»pt this, 
the general government is bound to grant tt to them, 
atid is bound not to exact from them anything more. 
The "tcrnr.e" o r the constitution are not only "the 
cheapest Iho tiaveriimeot can offer and the best the 
bout n can accept," but tbe only lawlul te.'nu possible.

A Big Blast'.— The Lake Superior News 
notices a remarkable blast which took place 
near Marquette a few days since. It says: 

The most remarkable blast in the history of 
iron mining took place at the Lake Superior 
mine a short ti me 6ince. In ordinary ones 
but one and a half inch hole in diameter is 
drilled, but in this case one of four inches, and 
eighteen feet deep was made, distant from the 
edge of the cliff abeJOt ten feet, into which 
one keg of powder was put and exploded as 
preliminary, and which had the effect to open 
a seam to a depth of fifty feet Sixteen kegs 
of powder were then put in as a final charge, 
which threw down over three thousand tuns 
of ore, so completely broken up that the 
largeet portiou waj small enough to load on 
the cars for shipment without further reduc- 
tion. This is certainly the last big thing.

Mrs. Serames, being martyred by the order 
which sent her South before tbe Saratoga sea- 
son was over, felt exceedingly large, and wish- 
ed, evidently by her actions, to have every one 
know, who she was. While sailing down the 
spacious saloon of the boat on one occasion, 
sne suddenly came in contact with a subaltern 
rebel officer. Reeling back from the collision 
and eyeing him through her glasses, she asked 
in the haughtiest manner:

That is quite enough to make you utterly 
ridiculous. Why, bless your simple soul, 
neighbor, we have neTerat any time said any- 
thing else on the subject, and we flatly defy 
you to show the contrary. For example, we 
said in June: 

As to our own strategy, it at leas* ha? the 
merit of exactly accomplishing the end weand 
all other conservative patriots have in view; 
nnmely, the maintenance of the government, 
whilst correcting as rapidly and completely as 
possible the errors and misdeeds of the admin- 
istration. Our strategy exactly accomplishes 
this, and no other strategy accomplishes this 
at all. Hence it is that our strategy is ap- 
proved unanimously by the conservatives of 
the land. 

We said a few days before the election: 

The Union party holds that the first and 
most imperative step is to maintain the gov-

In short, the "Journal and its 
party" not only have never occupied any other 
position on the subject, but have never dream- 
ed of occupying any other. The position as 
between the Democrat and us is emphatically 
ours. We can't permit our neighbor to steal 
it, though he is very welcome to steal into it. 
We at all events are glad he likes the position 
at last. We always believed he was destined 
to think better of it. It is the only conceiva- 
ble position in the case that is either rational 
or patriotic. This truth is really self-evident. 

KaTThe news from North Carolina is 
cheering. The meeting of Union men an- 
nounced some time ago was held at Wash- 
ington, in that State, on the 11th instant. All 
the counties in the First and Second Congres- 
sional Districts, and some in the Third, were 
represented. Resolutions were adopted, of 
which the most significant wa3 the declara- 
tion that the Union sentiment in the interior 
of the State could only be readered practical- 
ly useful in the work of restoration by a vig- 
orous prosecution of the war, it being true 
there as everywhere that the rebellion must 
be crushed in order that the power ot the 
leaders over their dupes may be broken. 

The Raleigh Standard of the 31st ult. has 
an article denouncing the treachery of Jeff 
Davis and his coworkers, stating that portions 
only of four of the "old thirteen" States re- 
main under the rebel flag, and proposing that 
North Carolina for herself make terms of 
peace. The Standard of a late date has also 
an article, said to represent the views of Gov- 
ernor Vance, and which arraigns the Southern 
leaders upon charges of imbecility. It accuses 
them of having precipitated the South into 
this war, and advocates asettlcment by a con- 
ference of commissioners. 

It is very evident that North Carolina, hav- 
ing been forced and driven into eece;:io2, has 
never given her whole soul to the cause. She 
has sent a host of men to the field and has suf- 
fered every wrong and injustice in behalf of a 
war to which her convictions are not yielded. 
She has hoped against hope and fought in 
the vain belief that she and those for whom 
her best blood had been shed were slowly but 
surely approaching toward independence. 
Her position was chosen not from principle, 
but because of her locality and from false sym- 
pathy with sister States. She has no special 
pique of overshadowing pride involved in this 
war and can more easily reaffirm her old alle- 
giance. The victories of Grant and Banks on 
the Mississippi, and the enforced retreat of Lee 
and the urgent call by Davis for conscripts 
have combined to render active the latent 
Unionism of North Carolina and to give point, 
direction, and force to that opposition to South 
Carolina and Virginia abstractions, which first 
developed itself in the election when Vance 
was chosen. The mass i3 ready for motion, 
and buta slightadditional impulse is needed to 
give it a momentum w hich shall crush through 
the cob-house of the Confederacy. Another 
Union victory, whether at Charleston or on 
the Rappahonnock, will fit the purpose of 
North Carolina and take her out of the "na- 
tion created by Davis." The capture of Char- 
leston of itself would go very far toward pro- 
claiming the dissolntion of the weak league 
formed on the Montgomery constitution and 
leave each State to go its own way. North 
Carolina once following out its own inclina- 
tion, the rebel army must perforce leave Vir- 
ginia and take up a new line of operations. 
It cannot stay where it is, with Raleigh or 
Charleston or both in our possession, and 
when "President" Davis comes to decide upon 
a withdrawal of the Confederate army from 
the "sacred soil," he may find his Virginia 
levies unwilling to leave their homes, and 
even Gen. Lee may confess a firmer allegiance 
to his own State than to the conglomerate 
over which the great Repudiator reigns. 

The prospects and anticipations of the im- 
mediate future establish the importance of the 
two points we have urged heretofore; namely, 
increased vigor in the prosecution of the war, 
with a solemn assurance to the people in re- 
bellion that no terms will be required of them 
except the terms of the constitution. The 
embodiment of these two points in the 
iutnre policy of the Government would not 
only make quick work of the rebellion but 
insure the smooth and speedy re-establish- 
ment of the government. 

The country has not a nobler man or truer 
patriot than James Guthrie; nor one who has 
a cleaner record through all this terrible war. 
He is a statesman worthy of the old Republi- 
can school, and stands by his principles with 
the firmness that sincerity inspires.

James 
Guthrie is beyond question one of the very 
foremost men of the Republic. We cannot 
doubt that he is destined to perform a conspic- 
uous and beneficent part in the closing act of 
this savage drama of rebellion and of war. We 
need hardly add that in the acts which are al- 
ready passed the value of his services to the 
country has been far out of all proportion to 
the figure his services have made in the pub- 
lic eye. Mr. Guthrie has been fromiheout- 
cet down to the present moment one of the 
main pillars of the Union cause in Kentucky.

THE BU11IAL OF MA J. GKN. NKLSON. 

Camp Dice Robisso.v, ) 
August 21, 18SS. J 
Yesterday morning was a lovely one, when 
we started from Louisville on the mournful 
mission of escorting the remains of Major- 
General Nelson to the burial spot, which he 
had designated as his last resting-place when 
he thought death afar off and was in the prime 
of manly life and vigor. At all the stations 
on the road crowds were assembled; and at 
Frankfert, as we passed through the State 
Capital, the bells were tolled. At about 11 
o'clock we reached Lexington, and minute 
guns were fired from Camp Clay. As the 
train approached, at the depot an imposing 
number of military and a very large deputa- 
tion of citizens were present as an escort of 
honor through the city. All the places of 
business were clo3ed, and from every spire 
there went forth a pealing requiem to the 
loved and lost. The 48th Pennsylvania and 
1st Ohio, with the Mayor, Council, and a 
large concourse of citisens, joined the pro- 
cession, which passed through the principal 
streets and reached the Nichola3vil!e depot, 
where the honored remains were placed in a 
car.- The demonstration at Lexington was 
most creditable and evinced the great respect 
entertained for General Nelson in tnat locality. 
Indeed, I have found that the nearer the re- 
mains approached to the scenes of Nelson's 
active services— the nearer they came to the 
heart of the State, the more demonstrative 
were the tributes of respect and the more sad 
were the countenances of all around the cor- 
tege. - 

The trip from Lexington to NieholasviHe 
was unmarked by any incident. The country 
looked beautiful. The abundant showers of 
the season have imparted to the foliage those 
deep-tinted greens which are so refreshing to 
the eye, and the trees waved and dipped their 
pennants as we passed. They stood proud and 
erect as did Nelson in the noon of his vigor, 
but, like him, their brightness will soon be 
touched with the icy dart, and the crimson 
stains and the sere and yellow leaf will take 
the place of this gorgeous spectacle of nature 
in sU her summer loveliness. 
At NieholasviHe Gen. Fry had Sent forward 
a escort and was present with his staff to 
conduct the remains to Camp Nelson, which 
is seven or eight miles below and on the Ken- 
tucky river. The day was very warm, and 
the troops suffered much from the dust and 
the fervid sunbeams. I rode in advance of the 
procession, being anxious to see Camp Nelson 
and to escape the du3t clouds in which the es- 
cort would be enveloped. The camp is almost 
a Gibraltar in natural strength. The Ken- 
tucky river makes a sharp bend, and from 
bank to bank a parapet and fosse extend, and 
the numerous embrasures show that while its 
north side will be rendered impregnable by 
scientific aid, the nature of the country will 
protect it in front and on its flanks. I should 
judge that there was a fall of at least five hun- 
dred feet from the crown of the fortifications 
to the level of the river at the bridge, while 
from the south the camp is inaccessible ex- 
cept by the rocky gorges through which Hick- 
man creek seeks its confluent, or by the road 
which is cut like a terrace along the very face 
of a precipice whose height frowns upon it 
from above, and renders us dizzy as we look 
down into the fearful chasm below. This 
place had not been overlooked by Gen. Nel- 
son when he first located a cam)), but the po- 
sition of Camp Dick Robinson at the intersec- 
tion of the two principal turnpikes in this re- 
Bios, gave it the preference. I have never 
rode on a finer pike than from NieholasviHe 
to this place, and it is doing great service for 
the transportation of stores to the advancing 
army of Burnside — advancing, thank God! 
to liberate East Tennessee and to carry rejoic- 
ing to the hearts of the oppressed Union men 
of that State. 

It was a superb eight as I stood at Gen. 
Fry's headquarters, to witness the approach of 
the escort. On the crest of a beautiful slope, 
and with my view on the north bounded by a 
towering hill, behind which the sun was sink- 
ing, making it twilight in the valley when it 
was not more than five o'clock, I could see 
the clouds of dust long before the wailing 
6tiains ol the funeral dirge reached my ear. 
At length the head of the column appeared in 
the gorge, and swept on toward the esplanade 
of the camp, before the tent of the Command- 
ing General, and as the dead march rose above 
the tramp of men and the neighing of spirit- 
ed steeds, all else seemed subdued to a hush. 
The remains were here placed in a marquee, 
to be guarded during the night. After it had 
been safely deposited, we enjoyed the hos- 
pitality of Gen. Fry, and reluctantly refu- 
sing his kindly pressed offer to re- 
main and share bis soldier cheer and 
camp fare, we started at sundown, and, 
under the light of the moon, which "had not 
yet filled her silver horn," we had a lovely 
evening drive to this place, where we had a 
finesupper, prepared for us by Mrs. Dick Rob- 
inson, the husband being away in the Union 
army at Vicksburg. I cannot write too warm- 
ly of the noble exertions of our kind hostess 
in her exertions for our comfort. One of the 
young ladies of the family cheered us with 
music, vecal and instrumental, and Col. Uos- 
kin, of the 1 2th Kentucky, accompanied her on 
the yiolin. He handles the bow as gracefully 
and gallantly as he would his sabre. A fineof- 
officer is Col. Hoskin, and he has a noble regi- 
ment under his command, worthy of each other 
andcach a pride to the State of Kentucky. I 
met here Gen. Shackelford, recuperating after 
the fatigues and glories of his Vicksburg cam- 
paign, and Col. Faulkner, of the 7th Ken- 
tucky Cavalry, who, with the aid of a good 
staff, is beginning to get about again after his 
serious and painful wounds. Upon the piazza 
or in the parlor many interesting incidents of 
Nelson's domicile in the house were told, and 
it was difficult to'tear ourselves away when 
Adj't Gen. Finnell, a strict disciplinarian, an- 
nounced it bed-time. Oh, the luxury of a 
night's sleep in the pure air of Garrard coun- 
ty, where there are no gutters to offend and 
no reeking garbage to stifle. Beds of down, 
sheets of snow, and breezes redolent of fore3t 
fragrance invited sleep and pleasant dreams. 
After months of confinement in the city, 
Queen Mab was busy with me during all the 
night, and the "fairies' midwife" brought one 
incident to my couch which I cannot forbear 
to mention. My dream was that I had receiv- 
ed a missive from Gen. Jefferson C. Davis, 
written by him, to be delivered after his death, 
in which he made a request that he should be 
buried side by side with Nelson, as an assur- 
ance that he appreciated all his worth and ser- 
vices, and how deeply he deplored the sad 
catastrophe which shrouded our State in 
mourning and bereft Kentucky of one of her 
most brilliant sons. "Of such stuff dreams 
are made," but is there not a moral lesson 
conveyed in this strange psychological devel- 
opment which may most profitably ba treas- 
ured by every Kentuckian? 

This morning I was up early, and as it 
"shook thousand odors from its dewy wings" 
1 strolled to the spot where the vault had 
been prepared for the reception of the re- 
mains. It is appropriately selected, in the 
very centre of the plain where Bramlette and 
Fry first encamped their regiments, ou a fine 
stretch of table-land, so situated that the man- 
ument which the future justice of Kentucky 
will certainly erect to her hero can be seen to 
advantage from both the great roads which 
intersect near the point. It will be visited 
for many years to come, and though Nelson's 
fame will need no storied urn or monumental 
marble, still the dignity of the State will be 
best consulted by crowning hi3 memory with 
every outward token of respect. 

The escort with the body of the hero Nel- 
son did not reach here until about noon. The 
overpowering heat retarded it, but, fortunate- 
ly, the sky became clouded, and though it 
did not rain until all the ceremonies were 
over, the pall thrown over the sun's rays af- 
forded a most grateful change and relief. The 
procession counter-marched on the Danville 
pike, led by Gen. S. S. Fry and hi3 gallant 
Staff; Lient. B. N. Hobbs, A. A. G.; Major 
W. M. Prentice, Medical Director; Captain 
Woodworth, Inspector; Lieut. Hawley, A. 
Q.M.j Lieut. Rideaour, Ordnance Officer; 



and Lieut. Mike Hope, A. D. C. There were 
present also Capt. Sam'l Letcher, Lieuts. 
Mosebey, Boyle, and Letcher, of Gen. Boyle's 
staff. After the military came the hearse and 
pall-bearers as follows:

These were foUowed by an immense con- 
course of friends and citizens, and the pro- 
cession made its way to the grave. A3 1 
stood at its head and saw the body lowered to 
its last resting place, I could not help bring- 
ing to mind the poet's striking words: 

God I how thix IaDd grown rich in loyal btooj! 

Poured out upon 11 to it* utmoet length, 
The incense of a people's sacrifice— 
'the wrested offering of a people's strength! 

It is the costliest land beneath the sun I 
'Tie priceless, purebaseless I and not a rood 

But bath its title written clear and signed 
In some slain heroe's consecrate.! blood. 

After a fervent and most impressive prayer 
by the Rev. Mr. Brank, Professor Campbell 
pronounced a graceful oration, which leaves 
me nothing to say, so full are its details of 
Nelson's life, and so appreciative is it of his 
virtues, his services, and his brilliant acquire- 
ments. The very large audience collected 
from every part of the State, and including 
thousands of the fair daughters of Kentucky, 
hung upon his eloquent eulogy in breathless 
attention, and preserved a decorous silence 
despite many strong inclinations to interrupt 
the speaker with applause. 1 was particularly 
struck with the appearance of one lovely girl 
near the stand — a perfect Hebe in blooming 
beauty — who was.statue-like in her absorbed- 
ness. I should like to have been a painter to 
sketch her, as 
Bhe stood 

Clasped by the golden light of morn, 

Like the sweetheart of the sun. 
Who !...»• v a glowing kiss hud won ; 
On her cbtek an autumn Bush 
Deeply rtreutu-sucha blush 
Amid the brown was born, 
Like red |>oypus grown with corn. 

This rustic beauty and the Doctor's oration 
fairly -divided my attention. Such is life, 
mingling with death, joy and sorrow, an- 
gelic sweetness, and the corruption of the 
grave, the eternal stream must still roll on I 

But hark to the clear-voiced command 
' load I" and as the sods are falling to cover 
from human sight forevermore the hero and 
the scholar; while the hands of friends are 
performing the last sad rites, and dust to dust 
is the impressive lesson of the moment, the 
three vollies are fired over the grave, and at 
the very instant,' as if a re-echo, a deep- 
mouthed thunder peal and a blinding light- 
ning flash, seemed to be the voice and ap- 
proving smile of God the Father over what 
we had done this day. As such we recoive 
it, for it was a fitting finale to the impressive 
scene. The benediction is pronounced. There 
is nothing more to do. We are turning from 
the grave. Brave soldier! Unswerving patri- 
ot! Honest heart! Dear Friend! Farewell for- 
ever, or until we meet before the Mercy Seat.

Pbouably Fatal Stabbing. — A serious 
Stabbing affray occurred on the corner of 
Third and Market streets, in Wolf's saloon, 
yesterday morning about one o'clock. A man 
named John Gopeland cut, it is feared fatally, 
Bnother man named Robert Thompson, both 
residents of this city. They mot, at the time 
above stated, in the cellar of the saloon, both 
drinking freely, and Thompson charged Cope- 
land with having said something derogatory 
to the character of his (Thompson's) wife, 
whereupon a quarTel ensued. Copeland says 
that Thompson struck him a blow, and that 
be then drew his knife and stabbed him. The 
weapon was a butcher-knife, with a blade 
about eight inches in length and tapering from 
the handle to the point. Thompson received 
four cuts; one above the eyes across tho fore- 
head, another in tbe right side above the hip, 
and still anothef between the third and fourth 
ribs on tbe same side, and the last and most 
dangerous one below the 6houlder blade 
in the back and towards tbe right side, 
which is believed by the surgeons to have 
penetrated one of the lungs of the wounded 
man, and will perhaps cause his death. Tbe 
wound is ghastly and dangerous in the ex- 
treme. Thompson was cared for and surgical 
s&iistance immediately procured. Copeland, 
from the saloon, went to the residence of Mr. 
Birch, on Fourth street, wh|re he boards, and 
went to bed, where he was found by theofficers 
in 6earch, about half-past two o'clock on Sun- 
day morning, and taken to jail. lie confesses 
to the deed, and gives the above version of the 
origination of the unfortunate affair. 

Another version says that he fjllowed 
Thompson from some drinking saloon in the 
upper portion of the city to Wolf s, where the 
quaircl ended in the perhaps fetal stabbing. 

Thompson was alive last night at nine 
o'clock, and, if he is still alive, the matter 
will under a rigid examination before his 
Honor, Judge Johnson, in the police court this 
morning. 

Tni Seventh Kentcckv. — Capt. Maret, of 
the glorious old Seventh Kentucky, now in 
command of Col. May, but formerly com- 
manded by Col. Garrard, called upon us yes- 
terday. The Captain is on a brief furlough, 
having been to his home at Mt. Vernon, and 
f>a the way back to his regiment, which is 
down the Mississippi. No regiment in the 
service has endured more hardships nor suffer- 
ed mere in battle and sickness. It was, when 
it went into service, full to the maximum, but 
has been so fearfully decimated that less than 
one half its -number remains. Over livo hun- 
dred have been killed or died with disease. It 
was in the memorable campaign under Gen. 
MorjgB', of Cumberland Gap notoriety, and 
signally distinguished itself in his retreat to 
the Ohio river. It was then sent to Vicks- 
■fcurg, and was in the advance of Gen. Grant's 
splendid army up" to the capture of that rebel 
stronghold, when it was detached and sent to 
(Jen. Banks's department, and is now station- 
ed at Port Hudson, on the Mississippi. No 
regiment in the Federal service can show a 
brighter escutcheon than the noble Seventh 
Kentucky, of which we are ju3tly proud. 

Singular Accident. — A negro man, slave, 
tamed David, employed at Peters k McDon- 
ald's marble yard, on Green street, between 
Eighth and Ninth, yesterday went into a boiler 
in the engine room, attached to the yard, to 
clean it out. He put his leg between the Hues 
in order to get a position to work more effec- 
tively. Toe cavity was only Urge enough to 
receive the leg, and after btlug ;a that position 
a few minutes, his leg became so swollen that 
all efforts to withdraw it were in vain. The 
•poor fellow up to yesterday evening had not 
~been relieved, having been in the unpleasant 
situation since early in the morning, his leg 
swelling larger during the time. The boiler 
is not much more than larger enough for a 
man's body to enter, consequently the situa- 
tion is such that to remove him, or cut the 
iron around his swollen limb, i? next to im- 
possible. Every effort has been made to save 
him from a horrible death. 

Kince the above was written, we learn that 
the unfortunate man has been extricated from 
tbe perilous situation which came near costing 
him bis life.

Old Abe's Last Joke. — A friend has re- 
lated to us the following excellent joke, and 
vouches for its truthfulness: A few weeks 
since a Colonel was dismissed from the service 
by order of the President upon charges of 
disloyally. The Colonel, feeling that he had 
been gro-sly misrepresented by malicious ene- 
mies, secured papr-rs from a number of our 
Generals and other influenzal men refuting 
the charges and requesting his rein statement, 
and repaired to Wasiiingtoa to submit his cose 
to the Presidtut.

At a called session of the Board of Alder- 
men all the members were present except 
President Terry, and Messrs. Murphy and 
Crowe. 

In the absence of President Terry, Alder- 
man Baird was, on motion, called to the chair. 

A message from his hoaor, Mayor Kaye, ex- 
plaining the objects of the meeting, was read 
and ordered to be filed. 

An ordinance from the Common Council, 
entitled ''An ordinance appropriating six hun- 
dred thousand dollars to construct a railroad, 
from Lebanon to Danville," was read once 
and ordered to be read a second time, and the 
second reading being dispensed with by a vote 
of two-thirds of the members elect, the same 
passed by the following vote: 

Yeas — President Baird, and Messrs. Story, 
Rubel, Osborne, Rubbara, Carter, Brown, and 
Lightburn — 8. 

Nays — None. 

A resolution from the Common Council au- 
thorizing the Mayor to order an election ol 
Saturday, September 5th, 1863, to take the 
sense of the qualified voters of the city on an 
ordinance, entitled "An ordinance appropriat- 
ing six hundred tliouianl dollars to construct 
a railroad from Lebanon to Danville," was 
adopted.

Active Military Movements in Kansss 



The Loss at Lawrence $2,000,000, 



New V'ork, Aug. 22. 

A questionable despatch from Philadelphia 
to-dny says that Fort Sumiiter has been cap- 
tured, and that our fleet is above tbe forts. 

The London Spectator says that the frisnds 
of the rebels hive lately paid four million 
dollars for their friendship. The rebel l jan 
has tumbleu to such a depth as to be almojt 
out of sight. 

The Post says of the draft: "N'o names were 
drawn to-d»y in this city, but pr-parations are 
bri&tf made tor Monday, and on mat day tha 
v. heels in the Fourth District, comprising the 
1st, 2d, 3d, 4th, 5th. f,ih, and S»h waris, ari 
in the Seventh District, comprising the ll:h 
and 1Mb wards, will begin their revolutions. 

"The police and military are making their 
arrangements, inasmuch as the 4th and 6th 
wards, which have a bad reputation, and a 
part of Mackerelville, not less noted, will 
constitute some of the area of the draft. Par- 
ticular care will be taken to be ready fur con- 
tingencies, and to preserve the public peace." 

Leavenworth, Aug. 22. 

From citizens of Lawrence arrived here for 
pupplies and medioiues I have gathered the 
following particulars regarding the burningof 
that city by Quantrill: The list of killed and 
wounded numbers some hundred and eighty, 
the majority of whom were killed instantly. 
Tbe names cannot all be given now, however. 
The bouses that remain standing are tilled 
with killed and wounded of all classes; while 
from the ruina of the burned houses the char- 
red remains of other victims are constantly 
being found. But one hotel is ieft standing. 
Quantriil having spared it in consequence of 
his having made his home there some years 
since without espouse; but iu proprietor was 
shot. Among the most prominent citizens the 
following are known to have been killed:' 
Uen. O. W. Colomore, Mayor of the city, and 
bio son; J. G. Lowe, Josiah Trask, Sep. Tharp, 
Dr. Griswpld, James Kldridge, James Pcrrine, 
Col. Stone, 2 brothers Gill, A. W. Wriswold, 
Frederick Kimball, Thos. Murphy, John 
Shear, three brothers Dii, Addison Waugb, 
Duncan Allison, Geo. B. Judge, M. Snyder, 
A. Ellis, Lemuel Filmore, Dwight Coleman, 
Lewis Swan, R. Loomis, J no. Crane, Levi 
Gates, two brothers Kauge, John Evans, G. 
W. Bell, Messrs. Keith, Brown, Dale, Twitch, 
Paimer, Sargent, Delinski, Albock, Powers, 
and Brant. 

These were killed instantly, most of them ' 
in their own houses, with their wives and 
children clinging to them, while the mur- 
derers placed pistols to their bodies and shot 
them. The fo.lowing were mortally wound- 
ed: Joseph Eldridge. Mr. Baker, of the firm of 
Ridcnour & Baker, Mr. Williamson, Geo. 
Holt, J. F. Hanson, W. H. R. Lykins. In 
one case the guerillas drove twelve men into 
one home, shot them and burned the build- 
ing. The inhabitants lied into the ravines 
and bushes, and the fiends stood on tbe banks 
and fired into them, killing and wounding 
scores. Twenty-five negro recruits were shot. 
They took all the money that could be found 
in the pockets of the citizens or their houses, 
and sioie all the ladies' jewelry even to the 
rings on their fingers. 

Our Slate authorities are now taking mat- 
ters in tbeir own bands. Col. Jennison has 
been reinstated in his command ot tbe new 
Kansas regiment, and is about starting down 
the border with sufficient troops to overcome 
any force the enemy can briug against him; 
and if he is not interfered with by the com- 
manding officer raids into Kansas will end 
with the present one. The mea comprising 
Quantrill s force aie- principally those binds of 
guerillas who have heea roboing and mur- 
dering along the border for the past six 
months with but little opposition, and have 
had ample time to prepare everything that 
would inure success. 

Jim Lane escaped on horseback and rallied 
about two hundred men with ara3, followed, 
and overtook Quantrill fwelve miles ajuth 
of Lawrence, where a tight occurred, but the 
retult is unknown. 

Quantrill is now retreating towards Mis- 
souri, burning everything on his route. It is 
not e xp"cted he will be intercepted by our 
forces and will probably get away without 
loss. No resistance was made at Lawrence, 
the people being shot down as they ran 
through the streets in their night clothes, and 
their bodies thrown iuto wells and cisterns. . 

The citizens have been expecting such a 
raid, from the threats Quantrill bad made, and 
had organized military companies for defence, 
part or whom had been under arms constantly, 
but from assurances that Quautrill would not 
invade Kansas, their organizations were aban- 
doned, and the guerillas iound them defence- 
less. 

' A large train left here to-day with supplies 
of clothing, provisions, kc , for the suflVrers, 
and the ciiizeas of Leavenworth have opened 
their doors to all who choose to come. Many 
availed themselves of th^se hospitalities, 
and wlil be well cared for. The feeling among 
the citizens here is very bitter agamst the 
commanders of this department and district 
for being so whollv unprepared to meet such 
an emergency. T^he commanding General 
was absent from headquarters, and did not 
know of the invasion until the destruction of 
Lawrence was complete. Everything was 
done, however, in regard to the movement of 
troops to intercept and capture Quantrill, but 
it was too late. 

They are probably now safe in Missouri with 
tbeir plunder, and quietly at their homes as 
good Union citizens. 

The loss at Lawrence will not be less than 
two millions of dollars, and will fall heavily 
on New York and Leavenworth merchants. 
Two banks were robbed of every dollar, and 
a third escaped only because the heat was so 
great, that the rebels couldn't get the vault 
open.

'SixiCial Bespattb to Hi.' Louij\illc Journal.) 

Stkvensok, Aug. 23. 

Our advance arrived iu front of Chattanoo- 
ga on tie evening of the 20th, and on the 21st 
0] cnCG QI6 oii ujo city. Xiio cuomy replied 
vith great fury from their shore and water 
batteries, playing l:> guns. A rified 32-ponad- 
er covered the enemy's position, and was ex- 
cellently worked, one killing 4 of our artil- 
lery horses and taking off the leg of Corporal 
McCook, of Capt. Lilly's 10th Indiana batte- 
ry. This and another gun were the only 
ones that reached us. The shore batteries are 
•very strong and are carefully built, their par- 
apets measuring at least 15 feet in breadth. 

The water batteries are formidable, being 
sunk to the level of the water and protected 
by strong parapets with embrasures. 

ChatUnocga was shelled from ten to Ave 
o'clock P. Al., resulting in the silencing of the 
enemy's guns. Captain Lilly threw shells a 
distance of two thousand yards into the em- 
brasures, dismounting the rebel gun3. The 
larger of two steamboats lying on the opposite 
side of the river was sunk by our shells, and 
the other seriously disabled. A pontoon of 
forty-seven boats, moored opposite to our 
forces, was protected from distruction by a 
line of rebel sharpshooters. 

Forty prisoners have been taken. 

Deserters and Tefugee3 arc coming in in 
great numbers. 

A small train of wagons and the mules of 
a rebel battery ware taken. 

Scouts and refugees say that two divisions 
hold Chattanooga, and that Hill's corps, ( form- 
erly Hardee's), is in the vicinity of Bridgeport. 
Staern's brigade is iu the vicinity of Smith d 
Cross-roads, and Forrest is near Kingston. 
There are no rebels north of the river. 

Intelligent refugees and deserters say that 
Johnston came up on the 21st with two trains 
of reiforcements, and superseded Bragg, who 
is reported to have gone to Atlanta 

From our look-outs on tbe mountains this 
side, we could plainly see the rolling stock 
of the railroad going off southwoard. 

Large fires were plainly seen on the night 
of the 21st in the rear of Chattanooga. All 
the fords are strongly guarded by infantry and 
artillery; rifle pils cover the hillside in the 
vicinity of the fords, and the work of crossing 
our army seems likely to prove a bloody one. 
The enemy displayed a disposition to resist 
our'pasBagc of the river, but deserters say that 
he is removing tho greater portion of his 
troops, leaving small rmards to annoy cs. 

The heavy cannonading heard last night in 
the direction of Chattanooga was to cover a 
raid across the river to cut the Kuoxville and 
Chattanooga road. The attempt was success- 
fully made by two companies, who, crossing 
on rude rafts, burned two bridges on the road, 
and returned without tbe loss of a man. 

The zeal and industry of the troops is a mat- 
ter of great satisfaction to the General, whose 
plans thus far bave proven successful iu every 
instance. 

New Yobk, Aug. 22. 
The sUamship Erricson, from Port lioyal, 
is below. Later newd iB expected by her. 

Philadelphia, Aug. 23. 
The United States supply steamer Arkansas 
arrived at tbe Navy Yard to-day. She left 
Charleston on Wednesday morning, and re- 
port! that the navy and army shore batteries 
Lave dealt tremendous destruction on Fort 
Sumpter. The south and eaft face looks like 
a honey-comb, and a similar demolishment of 
the other works is looked for in a week. 

Philadelphia, August 27. 
Tbe following account is from the pen of 
Mr. Cbas. C. Felton, Kditor ot tbe Baltimore 

American: 

Flag-ship Dintmore, August 18. — The at- 
tack on Sumpter commenced at day-break 
.yesterday morning by the siege batteries of 
Gen. Gilmore and tbe naval battery on shore. 
At six o'clock Admiral D.tbigreen proceeded 
on board the Weehawken, and with the Iron- 
Bides und' entire monitor fleet attacked bat- 
teries Wagner and Gregg with great fury, 
completely silencing Wagner, and almost si- 
lencing Gregg. The wooden gunboats, seven 
in number, also joined iu the assault, and 
enabled all the shore batteries to paur shot 
and shell into Sumpter. 

At ten o'clock tbe Admiral changed his flag 
to the Pneaic, and with the PaUpseo prooetcM 
to within Cnurtesu hundred yards of Sampler 
and shelled the sea wall with the rifled guas 
of tteee versels for about an hoar with marked 
effect. Sumpter fired about fifty shot and 
bbell, doing no damage to the vessels, whilst 
the walls of Sumoter was badly scarred. 

Fleet Captaiu George W. Uodgers took com- 
mand of tne Catskill, and when up within 
one hundred and fifty yards of tbe beach ia 
frort of Battery Wagner, it fired a number of 
phots on the Catskill, one of which broke off a 
piece of the interior lining of the vessel, and 
BU nek on the head of Commander Rodgers, 
Instantly killing him; and Major Woodbcrry, 
wbo was standing at bis side, bad bis head 
Split orrn. These were the only persons in- 
jured on land or water during the engage- 
ment. 

The aamapce dene to Sumpter by the siege 
I' •licrie; oi Gen. Gilmore is evident without 
the use of a glass. The rebels had built a wall 
against the wall exposed to the batteries. It 
extended to within ten feet of the top of the 
old wall — was over forty feet high and ton 
fret thick; and this wall is now a mass of 
(nina, whilst the old wall is lull of deep hoies, 
tfce parapet crushed and ragged, and the north- 
west cracked.at almost to the water's edge. 

The harbor and Stono river are filled with 
torpedoes. About a dozen of them have been 
d up in the Stono. One of them exploded 
under tbe Pat.ipsco, raising ber a foot ont of 
water, but doing no barm. None of tbe ves- 
sels were injured in the least. Tbe Admiral 
and his officers are confident in the ability of 
tbe monitors to batter down Sumpter. He is, 
however, anxions to save the vessels from the 
heavy work required of them after Sumpter 
is taken, and to let the army reduce that place 
if possible. The fieet, except the Wchauken 
Ind Niihant, all retired, but they will return 
to keep Wagner silent and prevent the return- 
ing of guns. The shore batteries continued 
firing all the afternoon and night on the wall 
of Sumpter with good effect. 

This rooming tbe batteries are steadily at 
work. The Webawken and Passaic are keep- 
ing batteries Wagner and Gregg silent, and 
up to noon, when the Arkansas sailed, tbe 
remainder of the fleet was lying at their 
moorings. Gen. Giimore announces that the 
work thus far has been entirely satisfactory, 
and the fort is greatly damaged, and the work 
progressing finely. 

Admiral Dnblpren is much depres3fjd at the 
loss of Capt. llodgers, but i3 higbty gratified 
with the ojieraliousof the fleet, and very hope- 
ful of ultimate success. 

The Arkansas left the fleet at 7 o'clock 
Wednesday morning. At thai time huge vol- 
umes of smoke were seen issuing from Sump- 
ter, as if from the barricades of cotton, and 
the officers of the Arkansas believe the fort 
wculd be captured or entirely destroyed by 
noon. Her guns r.ere replying slowly to ours. 
Fort Gregg baci'Deen entirely silenced. Wag- 
rer still held out. The bombardment con- 
tinued without cessation, 



Stevenson, Ala., Aug. 23. 
The advance of the Army of the Cumber- 
land appeared in front of Chattanooga on the 
21st, and opened fire on the city at 10 A. M. 
The enemy responded from 19 guns, mostly 
small gurs, which did little damage, but alio 
with one 32 pounder, which swept the oppo- 
site shore, and one fire from which killed the 

h ?TVi' nci ,ore off le * of Abram McCook, 
• y . a battery. "Our lire was very destruc- 
tive, and every battery which opened on na 
was _ disabled. Lilly threw shells with great 
precision into the embrasures of the enemy. 

The works of the enemv on the river are re- 
ported very sirong. The parapets are not less 
ban fifteen fee wide, ancf several water bat- 
teries on n level with the river have been dis- 
covered. Moored at the wharf were two 
steamers and opposite the city a pontoon 
bridge of forty-seven boats. The larger of the 
stesmers was sunk by our fire and tho smaller 
ODe disabled. An attempt to de3trov the pon- 
toon bridge was frustrated by tbe sharp fire of 
the rebel sharpshooters. 

Forty prisoners were taken, two rebals kill- 
ed, ar.d several wounded. A train of wagons 
and . tbe latter grazing on this side of 

the river, were captured. 

Our advance reported two divisions at 
Cbattanooga, and Hill's (late Hardee's) corps 
along the railroad, in the direction of Bridge- 
port. A detachment, sent opposite Harrison, 
discovered no enemy. 

Contrabands report that Johnston arrived 
with two trains of troops on the 20lb, super- 
seding Braeg, who has returned to Atlanta. 
This last statement is corroborated by citizens. 

A large fire was discovered near Chatta- 
noogo. There is no rebel infantry north of 
the river. Stern's brigade of cavalry is in the 
vicinity of Smith's cross roads. Forest is 
at Kingston, preparing.for a raid. 

Eleven deserters of company G, 1st Louisi- 
ana, came into Negley's lines lii3t night. They 
were recently detailed as crew for the rebel 
steamer at Point ol Recks. They abandoned 
the steemer on Tnetday, twenty miles below 
Chattanooga. 

It is reported that A. P. Hill's and Polk's 
corps are at Chattanooga. 

The demoralization of the rebel army is 
said to be complete. Three thousand army 
deserters are in Lookout .Mountain awaiting 
an advance. These men report hundreds of 
loyni'mountaineers engaged in piloting de- 
sc iters through the mountains. 

The 1st Louisiana, Brn^s hetdciuarter's 
rnard, ha3 been reduced by deserters to less 
thnr one bundled men. 

Miu.y lurlBujsheu men of Pemberton's army 
are coming into our lines. They say the 
army can never be got together again. Seven 
deserters from one company from Mississippi 
came in a body on the 20th. Bragg's army 
will go to pieces if again attacked. 

Memphis, August 20. 

About two weeks since Maj. Gen. Hurlbut 
asceilained that there was a large amount of 
railroad stock at Grenada, which the rebels 
were endeavoring to get oft south by making 
temporary rtpairs to tbe railroad. With his 
usual energy and promptness, Gen. Hurlbut 
arranged an expedition to destroy this stock, 
sending a request to Gen. Grant to make a di- 
version from the south to aid in the enterprise. 
The expedition started from Lagrange, Teun., 
on the 13th inst , under command of Lieut. 
Col. Phillips, of the 9th Illinois mounted in- 
fantry, and reached Grenada on tbe '17th, 
drivingGen. Slemmer, with two thousand men 
and three pieces of artillery, from the place. 
They destroyed fifty-seven locomotives, up- 
wards of four hundred cars, the depot 
buildings, machine shops, blacksmith shops, 
and a large quantity of ordnance and com- 
missary stores. They captured about fifty 
railroad men and a number of otber prisoners. 
Alter Col. Phillips bad thoroughly accom- 
plised his work, Col. Winslow, from Grant's 
army, arrived with a force» from below. 
The expedition returned to Lagrange to-day. 
Great praise is certainly due Col. Phillips and 
his gallant command, for enduring tbe hard- 
ships of<such a march through Central Mis- 
sissippi in the middle of August, and so thor- 
oughly crippling the remaining energy of the. 
rebellion in the southwest. 

A band of guerrilas drove in the pickets at 
Lafayette, Tenn., at midnight. .Our boys ral- 
lied and followed tbeni a few miles, killing 4 
and capturing 7, with which tbey returned, 
well satisfied with the night'a adventure. 
Moverjscits ui our forces below arc contra- 
band. The Weather is very not. There is 
considerable cotton coming into Memphis by 
wagons. 

Stevekson, Aug. 23. 
Wilder crossed the Tennessee last evening 
ar.d burned a small railroad bridge near SheQ 
Mound, thus severing the rebel communica- 
tion between the right and left. In view of 
the impracticability of common roads, this is 
an important affair. "A secured ferry boat 
and two barges brought them to this side. It 
was the burning of this bridge which was 
thought t« be the destruction of the steamer 
Paint Rock, which boat escaped, reaching 
Chattanooga on Thursday. Important events 
in the vicinity of Chattanooga and Harrison 
must soon transpire.
